Town Hall Future 
Among Annual 
Meeting Items

Next week, residents will once again 
hold the imumediate future of Andover in 
their hands. 

On April 6, 7 and 8, the votes of those 
who show up at Town Meeting—histori- 
cally, a stffall percentage of the census— 
will determine the fate of the town’s first 
civic center, the number of acres it will 
keep as ~~ Space, the amounit.of mon- 
ey it will spend, the preparation of its 
children for the computer world, and the 
openness of its boundaries to individuals 
and families whose incomes do not qual- 
ify them for the ‘‘jet set.” 

The voters who show up will also pass 
judgment upon smaller—though no less 
important—issues: they will decide 
whether fireworks will light up And- 
over’s piece of the sky this July, and 
whether few, or many, street lights will 
light up Shawsheen Village’s piece of 
Andover. They will rule on the manner in 


which they, and the rest of their peers, 
will cross Main Street at Elm; they will 
give a nod—or a no-no—to the institution 
of day care programs by non-residential 
businesses. 

These lucky citizens wil] be enter- 
tained by the dry wit of Moderator 
James Doherty. They will witness—and, 
if they wish, take part in—debate and 
repartee, which may be polite or nasty, 
impassioned or flat, informative or mun- 
dane. They will, in short, take part in the 
making of Andover’s history. 

And, for all these privileges and 
amusements, the admission is free. 

The gavel will rap this year’s Town 
Meeting to order in the Collins Center 
this Monday night at 7 p.m., or when at 
least 350 townspeople—the minimum 
number required for a valid vote—have

The passage of an act to divide the Town of 
Andover and incorporate the Town of North 
Andover took place April 7, 1855. The first town 
meetings after this date were held in the furni- 
ture ware rooms of Henry F. Barnard. At town 
meeting on March 3, 1856, Article 21 was pre- 
sented: To see what action the Town will take 
upon the subject of building a Town House. In 
March 1858 a building committee was chosen 
‘‘to contract for purchase of said site and erec- 
tion of said house.” 

The site was puchased from W. Phillip Foster 
for $2,000. The total approved amount was $15,- 
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Roots Of Old Town Hall 


At one time the office of the superintendent of 
schools was in the back on the Barnard Street 
side. Also, for many years, this was the location 


of the police station. 

The hall was in constant use. There were tem- 
perance meetings, political rallies, the George 
Washington Ball, Police and Firemen’s Ball, An- 
nual Robert Burns Night, graduations and many 
more joyous occasions. It was very plasant to sit 
in the gallery and view the ‘“‘“Grand March” that 
seemed to precede most dancing parties of that 
period. 

Now that the town offices have moved into the 
Punchard building on Bartlet Street, this histor 
ic landmark which has been part of our lives fo. 


so many years still has the potential for meeting 
other needs of the community well into the fu- 
ture. 

Both the Andover Historical Commission and 
the Andover Historical Society favor restoring 
the landmark to its original grandeur.

000, later increased to $15,500. 

Messers. Abbot and Clement were hired to_ 
build ‘‘a spacious hall in the second story, with a 
small gallery and four ante rooms. In the first 
story is a smaller hall, also a Post Office room, 
Treasurer’s and Selectmen’s room with a fire- 
proof safe for town records and a small room 
suitable for an office or store.”’ 

By December 20, 1858, the committee had 
completed its work. This was the first civic 
structure to be built after the division of the 
town. The walls were two and one-half feet thick 
and laid in concrete. The committee received a 
vote of thanks for the faithful manner in which 
they followed their instructions from the town 
and erected a “‘substantial, beautiful and com- 
modious Town House, an honor to themselves 
and the Town.” 

The dedication took place on December 30, 
1858, in the afternoon with an address by the 
Hon. Alfred Abbott of Salem and a prayer by the 
Rev. Amos Blanchard, who grew up in the house 
now owned by the historical society. A prome- 
nade-concert was held that evening. 

An extension was added at the back of the 
building in 1882. A handsome lobby with orna- 
mental winding stairs was added in 1902. Admir- 
ing citizens got an official view of the Town Seal 
placed in the mosaic floor of the lobby on Octo- 
ber 24, 1902.

Hikers should meet at the Granite Pier in Rockport at 
1:30 p.m. The walk will be taken at a leisurely pace and is 
free and open to the public. 

To reach the Granite Pier, take Route 128 north through 
two traffic circles in Gloucester and turn left at the first 
traffic light onto Route 127. Turn left at the five-corner 
intersection and continue on Route 127 for a little more 
than a mile. Just after crossing the stone bridge, turn 
right, downhill, and park near the pier. The walk will 
wend through Rockport, ending at Loblolly Cove.

After the meeting, MASSPIRG members praised Mc-

School organist Earl Miller will play a concert 
in the Ashburn Chapel at Brooks School, North 
Andover, on Sunday, April 5, at 4 p.m. The con- 
cert is free and open to the public. 

This will be the first organ concert this year at 
the school and will feature the historic Aeolian- 
Skinner pipe organ, known to organ historians 
and enthusiasts as the oldest, extant example of 
Aeolian-Skinner’s ‘American Classic Organ’’ 
experiments as developed by G. Donald Harri- 
son. The instrument has been described in most 
texts concerning the development of the Ameri- 
can pipe organ industry and design and has re- 
mained tonally unchanged since it was installed 
in 1938. Two sets of pipes that were in the origi- 
nal design but never installed were added in 1985 
by the Andover Organ Company of Lawrence. 
Through a gift, an additional six stops were 
added in the rear of the chapel in honor of Ed- 
ward Flint, the school’s first organist and co-de- 
signer of the organ.

Archeology is not just for darkest Mesopotamia. Neil 
Depaoli will speak about historic archeology in New En- 
gland at the Andover Historical Society on Sunday, April 
5, at 2 p.m.

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Town May Get Some Control 


Over Comprehensive Permits 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Although the state’s ‘‘anti-snob zoning 
law” is here to stay, State Rep. Sue 
Tucker reports that Andover might soon 
be able to exert some local control to fil- 
ter—if not stem—the flood of Compre- 
hensive Permit applications for the 
building of housing developments con- 
taining low- and moderate-cost units. 

Speaking before the Board of Select- 
men at Monday night’s meeting, Tucker 
said that state officials had indicated 
that, if Andover were to establish a com- 
mittee to review low-cost housing plans, 
the state would consider its advice in its 
own deliberations. 

Tucker’s report coincided with the 
board’s approval of the appointment of 
just such a committee by Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony. 

The ‘“‘anti-snob zoning law,”’ (Chapter 
774, 40B) allows a developer who agrees 
to build a percentage of lower-priced 
housing units into his project to seek a 
Comprehensive Permit to bypass local 
zoning ordinances, such as those govern- 


ing density, in his development. This 
year, Andover has been virtually inun- 
dated with Comprehensive Permit appli- 
cations; there are at least eight on file at 
present. Abutters to these planned pro- 
jects, and other residents concerned with 
their potential impact on drainage, traf- 
fic and property values, have been 
urging town officials to fight for the 
law’s repeal. 

According to Tucker, repeal is highly 
unlikely. Ballooning property values 
have ¢reated an affordable-housing cri- 
sis throughout the state; the law is seen 
as a vehicle for alleviating that crisis. 
‘The bottom line is, there is no political 
climate at all to abolish that law,’’ she 
said. ‘‘It won’t happen. It won’t happen, 
even if I spend every waking hour of my 
remaining term to abolish it.” 

Nevertheless, she said, state officials 
concede that Andover has fallen under 
an unusually heavy barrage of permit 
applications. ‘‘No other communities in 
the state are facing what Andover is 


facing under 774,”’ she said. 

Tucker said that the state has a mone- 
tary stake in most Comprehensive Per- 
mit developments because the 
construction or the financing of afforda- 
ble units are usually subsidized. Because 
such funding is finite and in demand, she 
said, and because ‘‘no one in the state 
wants to feel that a state law is going to 
destroy years of community planning,”’ 
housing officials at the state level have 
indicated that they would welcome local 
input, through a Housing Partnership 


Committee, on permit applications. 
However, she cautioned, ‘‘It’s not in 
writing.”’ 


According to the town’s Physical Plan- 
ner, Steve Colyer, the newly-appointed 
Housing Partnership Committee will 
first identify the town’s low- and moder- 
ate-cost housing needs. It will then re- 
view local applications for 
Comprehensive Permits in the light of 
those needs. Acting in a strictly advisory 
capacity, the committee will ultimately 


offer its observations and recommenda- 
tions to the state. 

The 12 residents named to the commit- 
tee Monday night were Carl Byers 
(chairman), Jack L. Daniel, Jr., Lori 
Comeau, Ronald Hajj, Robert Finlayson, 
Chris Haynes, J. Alan McAnally, Ran- 
dall Hanson, Robert Hughes, David Has- 
tings, Jean Salazar and Thomas J. 
O’Leary, Jr. As of this writing, not ali 
have confirmed their acceptance. 

In closing her report,Tucker urged 
town residents to vote for two articles on 
this year’s Town Meeting warrant that 
would give the town eminent domain 
powers over two parcels of land that 
would be earmarked for large devel- 
opments of affordable housing. Although 
she sympathized with town and resident 
frustration over the effects of the ‘‘anti- 
snob zoning law’’ in Andover, she added, 
“I try to tell citizens that...if we end up 
with something good, it means that it 
works—the law that everyone wants to 
abolish works.”’

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Save Town Hall 


Andover’s annual exercise in what is termed 
the purest form of democracy gets underway 
.. Monday night at the Collins Center. 

The annual town meeting will convene and con- 
tinue over the next two nights if necessary as 
Andover residents are given the opportunity to 
carve out their economic destiny as well as other 
pertinent items relative to the community. 

One of the items which will be acted upon and 
which carries with it a degree of importance to 
the community, is the appropriation of funds for 
the preservation of old town hall in the central 
business district. 

While retention of the structure and renovation 
and refurbishing represent a considerable ex- 
pense, there is a definite need to retain the ‘Town 
House’ as a part of Andover’s heritage as well as 
a focal point of the town’s central business dis- 
trict. 

What eventually will occupy the over-a-cen- 
tury-old building is still up for consideration, 
although postal facilities seem a certainty. 

But its occupancy is hardly as important as its 
retention at this point. 

Too often communities disregard the historical 
significance of such things as old buildings and 
what they have and will continue to mean to a 
town or city. 

The town house hosted many an important 
community event in its time, before the growth of 
the town dictated its conversion to office space to 
conduct town business. 

Presidential candidates spoke from its balco- 


ny. May breakfasts were an anticipated annual 
event. Community plays and minstrel shows 
graced its stage. And town business was trans- 
acted in the second floor hall at annual and 
special town meetings. 

A major underlying reason for retaining the 
town hall is because it epitomizes what is New 
England. 

Its appearance, its location gives it and And- 
over a New England atmosphere and there is 
something special about this section of the coun- 
try. 

Ask some transplanted midwesterner or new 
resident transplanted from the south or some oth- 
er area of the country and more than likely they 
will agree that New England does represent 
something special. 

For those natives, or ‘townies,’ who tend to 
take the area for granted, traverse Route 93 or 
495 some time and glance toward Andover and 
view the New England church steeples poking 
heavenward in the gray of winter or struggling 
through the greenery of summer. The same for 
the Phillips Academy bell tower. 

This is Andover and New England and our town 
hall is an integral part of all that. 

For these reasons, there should be no question 
about its retention and renovation. 

Its continued existence has been threatened on 
several occasions in the past quarter century and 
the building has survived. 

It is most deserving of a similar fate when it 
reaches town meeting floor next week. 


Down The Years With The Townsman

One of the opening games of the baseball season was 
played last Saturday on the playstead, when the Royals 
met and defeated an opponent by so many points that no 
attempt was made to keep score. 


50 Years Ago — April 1937 

The passing of the old checker-playing fire departments 
of the past has shown its local effects here with the Select- 
men drawing up a set of regulations tending to deprive the 
fire station of all club atmosphere. 

Andover has finally bought the sidewalk plow which has 
been rented since January, which had been costing the 
town $150 a month. 

The contract for reshingling the Richardson School roof, 


for which $500 was appropriated at Town Meeting, was 
awarded Monday night to the Per-Ma-Nent Sidewall roof- 
ing company of North Andover on their low-bid of $400 and 
a 20-year guarantee. 

The riot call was sounded on the fire alarm shortly after 
noon yesterday when two small children, aged 3 and 4 
years, became lost in the woods off Stirling St. in 
Shawsheen Viilage. They were found shortly after that by 
one of the mothers of the children—playing near the rail- 
road tracks. 


25 Years Ago — April 1962 

A determined effort to defeat Urban Renewal is under- 
way, following a meeting of interested businessmen, 
merchants and citizens Monday night. ; 

By a strange quirk of fate, the roles of School Commit- 
tee members appeared to be reversed Monday night— 
with a normal opponent of closed sessions pressing for 
one, but getting nowhere. 

We wonder if it isn’t time now to study the geographical 
and populatien distribution in our six precincts with the 
thought that some of the larger ones might be divided. 

Andover is still being considered as a site for the North- 
east District Water Contamination laboratory—at the 
urging of Andover’s Selectmen.

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New North St. Development 
Plan Presented At Hearing 


By Karen L. Day 


About 100 area residents gathered in the West 
Elementary School auditorium last Thursday 
evening to hear the presentation of plans for the 
Northwoods, Inc. comprehensive permit devel- 

_ pment before the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Two weeks before the scheduled hearing, 
abutters were surprised to find that the original 
plans for 90 units in five 5-story buildings on the 
4.85-acre site off North St. had been reduced to 
48 units in six townhouse-style buildings. Four of 
these buildings will contain nine units each and 
the remaining two will consist of six units each. 

Thirty percent of the units will be dedicated to 
“affordable housing’ needs. Three two-bedroom 
units will cost $78,500, four three-bedroom units 
will be sold for $90,500 and the remaining seven 
units, at the “‘moderate’’ price level, will be two- 
bedrooms at $110,000. The market-rate units will 
be split between two and three-bedrooms. Twen- 
ty-two two-bedrooms will cost $150,000 and the 12 
three-bedroom units will cost $180,000. 

Developer Keith Cavenay announced that re- 
gardless of whether a unit was market rate or 
affordable, like-sized units would have the same 
square footage and amenities. He added that the 
reduction in the size of the development was in 
order to address drainage and density concerns 
of area residents and town officials. 

Thirty-four percent of the parcel will be cov- 
ered by either buildings or paved areas, includ- 
ing two parking spaces per unit, and the 
remaining 66 percent will be maintained as open 
space. The developer will install a sewer system 
that will connect into town sewage and that 
abuttors will be allowed to hook into this system. 

Steve Erikson of Norse Environment com- 
mented that he saw no problem with soil tests on 
the property as long as the developer was will- 
ing to accommodate the high water table. This 
will be done by building the basement level of 
the units at present grade. 

Surface drainage will be handled by a 30-foot 
easement through property owned by Paul and 
Helen Fortuna, 20 River Road, who sold the 
Northwoods property to Picwel Builders. Helen 
Fortuna commented that she did not believe 
that an easement was sold through the property 
maintained by she and her husband, so a title 
search will be conducted to decide whether or 
not Northwoods does in fact have such rights. If 
they do, drainage will be directed through the

easement to a 26-acre wetlands area owned by 
Leo Corcoran—if negotiations are settled. 

A representative from Vanasse-Hangen re- 
ported the results of a traffic study conducted on 
North Street from River Road to Chandler 
Road. There was concern expressed regarding 
the North Street and River Road intersection, 
which is near capacity, but it is believed that 
that will be improved through federal aid that is 
expected for the River Road corridor by 1990. 

Fire, police and building departments sub- 
mitted reports stating that they had no major 
concerns about the development except for the 
need for an eight-inch fire wall between units 
because they will be constructed with wood. 

Director of Public Works Robert McQuade, 
requested the opportunity to review drainage 
plans when they are finalized by the developer 
and commented that he still had concerns in the 
areas of drainage and sewage—even with the 
reduction of units. 

The Planning Board also expressed drainage 
concerns and noted that although the number of 
units was reduced, there is an increase in imper- 
vious footprint on the property. 

Once town departments completed presenting 
their opinions of the development to the board, 
abuttors were given the chance to have their 
concerns addressed. 

Eva Goulet, 119 North St., presented the board 
with 103 petitions protesting the development. 
Later, her husband, Olivier Goulet, an engineer, 
commented that building at present grade would 
not be enough to protect abuttors from in- 
creased drainage. The weight of the concrete

taken their seats. Town Meeting can run from one to three 
nights, depending upon the warrant’s length and potential 
to arouse controversy. 

This year’s warrant, which is published in the Financial 
Committee report that has been mailed to all town resi- 
dents, features 94 articles. Some of these are expected to 
be withdrawn before they reach the floor; Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony anticipates that approximately 70 will 
actually be presented. 

According to Mahony, one article that will probably be 
dropped is the potentially controversial request for the 
authorization of an Open Space Land Bank Fund to fi- 
nance the acquisition of conservation land (Article 20). 
The fund would be fueled by a local real estate tax, a 
concept which would first have to be approved by the 
state. 

Mahony says that Gov. Dukakis has introduced legis- 
lation on the state level to create an optional tax for land 
acquisition—‘‘optional”’ meaning that it could be enacted 
on a community by community basis by Town Meeting 
vote. The Town Manager has recommended that Article 
20 be dropped, and that the town adopt a ‘‘wait and see” 
attitude toward the state’s plans before striking out for 
home rule on the issue. 

Of the items that will remain on the warrant, one of the 
most hotly-debated has been Article 17, an authorization 
for the renovation of the Old Town Hall. Although the 
Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board have given 
hearty approval to the article, the Finance Committee has 
recommended disapproval. 

The price tag for the work, which would prepare the 
Hall for use as a branch post office and a public audito- 
rium/meeting place, has been set at $2.6 million by an 
architect who specializes in historical restoration. Maho- 
ny maintains that if the article is approved, donations and 
grants would help ease the financial burden. In addition, 
much of the interior work would be paid for by the post 
office or other rentors as leasehold improvement. 

The Finance Committee, on the other hand, frowns upon 
the high cost of the project, and feels that the potential 
uses for the building have not yet been fully explored or 
defined. 

Also of prime interest this year will be the Fiscal Year 
1988 budget, which proposes to raise a total of 
$46,374,296—approximately $3.5 million more than last 
year. The complete breakdown of that budget can be 
found in the Finance Committee report. 

Twelve articles will ask for approval to acquire land for 
_ conservation purposes. Ten of these have been recom- 
mended for approval by the Planning and Selectmen 
boards and the Finance Committee; two have passed the

Of these, the privately-sponsored Article 31 seeks to 
acquire land bounded by residential parcels on Elm, Pine 
and Summer streets and Washington Avenue. The land is 
now targeted for development under Comprehensive Per- 
mit by Paul Bruk; his application, turned down by the 
town, was appealed and is now being heard by the state. A 
ruling on the development should be made shortly. The 
Fincom’s objection to Article 31 is that acquisition funds 
are limited, and the first priority should go to other par- 
cels that lie within the town’s watershed areas. 

The second acquisition item to meet with mixed reviews 
is Article 80, which would authorize the buying/taking of 
11,500 square feet of land on the “‘point’”’ between Essex 
and Brook streets for a small park. The Fincom maintains 
that the cost of the land—not named in the article—would 
outweigh the benefit. 

Voters will also rule upon the potential acquisition of 
land for two major affordable housing developments. The 
Stevens/Perkins parcel lies off Route 93, near the 
Tewksbury line; the Champy parcel is located behind the 
Boston & Maine Railroad tracks east of Route 28, between 
Haverhill Street and the Lawrence line. 

If approved, the town would use its eminent domain 
rights as a lever to cause the two large land tracts to be 
sold to developers, who would then build low-and moder- 
ate-cost housing on them to town specifications. The pro- 
jects would boost the town’s percentage of affordable 

ousing, helping to relieve the housing crisis and defuse 
the Comprehensive Permit building process. 

Also among the articles in this year’s warrant will be: 

¢ Authorization for the raising of $1.5 million to equip 
the school system with computer hardware and software 
(Article 18); 

¢ A request for the appropriation of $75,000 to help com- 
plete the installation of street lights in Shawsheen Village, 
which was authorized in 1985 (Article 36); 

¢ The acquisition of land for the creation of a commuter 
parking lot near Shawsheen Square (Article 79); 

¢ The amending of zoning bylaws to allow day care fa- 
cilities in all zones by special permit. Centers in resi- 
dential zones would have to be owner occupied (Article 
69); 

¢ An extensive listing of new and tighter regulations for 
the storage of heating oil and liquid petroleum gas (Arti- 
cle 67); 

¢ An appropriation of $10,000 for fireworks for the 1987 
July Fourth celebration (Article 41) 


¢ A request for the installation of 4-way pedestrian 
crossing lights at Elm Square (Article 44)

For 1987 Town Meeting

Facing the democratic process head- 
on at Town Meeting can be an intimidat- 
ing experience for the common man or 
woman. This year, however, the Town 
Meeting Improvement Committee will 
be offering help for the hesitant, in the 
form of Andover’s first Town Meeting 
“ombudsman.” 

At the upcoming April 6, 7, and 8 Town 
Meeting, residents who wish to speak 
their minds will be able to seek advice on 
rules, regulations and procedures from 
the ‘‘ombudsman,’’ a member of the 
year-old committee, while the meeting is 
taking place. The committee member 
will sit down front in the hall, in a spot 
accessible to audience members. In ad- 
dition to advice, he will supply materials 
for writing amendments during the 
meeting. 

The ‘‘ombudsman”’ concept will be the 
most visible of a number of refinements 
to be put into effect at this year’s meet- 
ing by the Town Meeting Improvement 
Committee.
